A large part of the present cut-over 
land is now of considerable value for 
tillage. That part of the present tim- 
berland which when denuded will be 
arable, will have a higher and higher 
value as land the longer the timber is 
kept uncut; because if the timber is 
held for many years the land, when 
finally denuded, will be in greater de- 
mand for agriculture. Such a con- 
dition suggests the following potential 
effects upon the public: High prices 
Mor land sold to settlers, increase of 
the tenantry system, or direct farm- 
ing by large corporations.

If the contention of 
this suit is established, the same prin- 
ciple will be applicable to large areas 
of other grants as well. The govern- 
ment is also suing for the forfeiture 
of about 100,000 acres (mostly timber- 
land) owned by the Southern Oregon 
Company, and others. 

The abuse of the general land laws 
in the past suggests that any lands re- 
stored to the public domain by these, 
or other, forfeiture suits should not be 
disposed of under the present land 
laws. This principle has been recog- 
nized in the act of August 20, 1912, 
which declares that the Southern Pa- 
cific land in Oregon, if eventually re- 
covered, shall not be subjected to entry 
under any law of the United States. 
To allow such lands to be taken up by 
private parties before the revision of 
the public-land laws has been com- 
pleted would be to lose much of the 
public benefit from their recovery.

FIRE MYSTERY.

OWNER PASSES. 


Capitalist——End Comes While 
Brother Lies at Point of Death.

Arthur L. Hooper, capitalist 
Wealthy land owner, who —— 
one of the first great orange groves 
of Southern California, died at his 
home, No. 1419 Bast Adams street, 
yorterday.

AMERICANS DEMAND BEEF. 


Uruguayan Cattle King Declares 
Needs of United States Have 


Caused Jump in Prices. 
The increased demand of the 


United States for beef has caused the 
rice of cattle to advance from $6 to 
40 a head in South America, in the 

last five years, according to the as- 

sertion of Carlos Fonseca, one of the 
owners of an 80,000-acre ranch in 

Uruguay, which {ts stocked with 30,- 

000 head of cattle. Don Carlos is a 

guest at the Hollenbeck. 

The South American cattle “king” 
is spending six months in the United 
States, studying methods for fatten- 
ing cattle. He lately visited a num- 
ber of the large cattle ranches in the 
Middle West. 

“In the United States there are 600 
cattle to every 1000 population and 
in my country there are 6000 head 
of cattle to every 1000 people,” the 
visitor sald last evening. “The keen 
demand of the United States for meat 
has caused a remarkable advance in 
the prices of cattle in South America. 
Three of the large American meat 
companies are now operating packing- 
houses In Uruguay. In the last six 
years $60,000,000 of American money 
has been invested in the cattle in- 
dustry and packing-house industry ia 
Uruguay.”

CHAPDAIN ORVILLE J. NAVE. 
FIFTY-FOURTH-8ST. METHODIST. 


Taking issue with Supt. Francis, 
Chaplain Orville J. Nave of the Fifty- 
fourth-street Methodist Church, yes- 
terday delivered a sermon dwelling 
upon the bringing up of the child. He 
said in part: 

“If properly reported, Mr. Francis, 
at the National Teachers’ Association 
in Minneapolis, urged greater free- 
dom to the child, and that the child 
should be saved from the molding in- 
flUuenee of strong personalities; that it 
should be free from mental, religious, 
political or financial exploitation by 
natures stronger than itself. 

“My experience as president of the 
Juvenile Protective League, and as a 
volunteer probation officer, has 
brought nothing 80 forcibly to my at- 
tention as that the greatest need of 
the time is the restriction, rather 
than the extension, of child and 
youth liberty. 

“The American child has a growing 
consciousness of liberty, as a right. 
He breathes, and has in hie very 
blood, the spirit of personal sovereign- 
ty. He believes in himself and in his 
supreme right of initiative, of refer- 
endum and recall; that he is as well 
qualified for self-direction as are his 
parents or teachers or any author- 
ity, whatsover, to direct him. He has 
a growjng spirit of self-assertion and 
determined willfulness. He and she, 
for this applies to the girl as well as 
to the boy, are the problems of the 
home. Authority in the home is weak- 
ening, because of the aggressive, Self- 
assertion of the child, the free and 
determined initiative in his own 
course. The wisdom of the parent is 
scouted, and parental authority is de- 
fled because of the absolute sense of 
sufficiency in the child—just what 
Supt. Francis urges, if correctly re- 
ported, should be still further accen- 
tuated. The stronger nature of the 
parent, the teacher and the pastor 
must still more yield to the indepen- 
dent, free spirit of the child, if this 
propaganda is to be accepted. 

“This seems to me the most dan- 
gerous heresy that could be exploited. 
What we need today more than any- 
thing else in the development of the 
growing generation, the development 
of the childhood of our times, is the 
strengthening of superior authority, 
the creation of a profound impression 
in the child mind of the safe tradi- 
tions and conclusions of long experi- 
ence, and a safe doubt of ite own wis- 
dom.

This stone library is not, however, 
the same age as the “School of the
